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UNIVERSITY OF MONTANA 

The Greater University of Montana is composed of four 
separate schools with distinct administrations: the State 
University at Missoula, the State College at Bozeman, the 
School of Mines at Butte and the State Normal College at 
Dillon. This is supervised by a Chancellor, who in turn is 
responsible to the State Board of Education. 

STATE UNIVERSITY 

The State University, the largest of the four schools, 
was established in 1889, although it was not actually opened 
until 1895, when the organization had been perfected, and one 
of Missoula’s buildings secured for temporary quarters. The 
fall of 1895 saw fifty students registered for work in the 
four departments, although by the end of the term a hundred 
and thirty-five were in attendance. 

Personal interest played an immense part in the early 
days of the University, with Missoula men, the Northern Pac¬ 
ific Railway, and Missoula organizations uniting to donate 
the original Montana campus. Forty acres were given by two 
men of the then little town, and the Northern Pacific granted 
five hundred acres on the slope of Mount Sentinel. The Miss¬ 
oula Board of Trade, perhaps the most active organization in 
Western Montana at that time, fenced this land and the con¬ 
struction of University Hall, the first building, was started. 

University hall was completed in 1897, and was followed 
in quick succession by the Science building, Women's hall, 
now Craig hall, and the Library, now housing the Law School.

CAMPUS 


At the present time, Montana’s campus boasts twenty- 
buildings, and one in construction. Two thousand two hund¬ 
red and fifty acres of timber land have been added to the 
original five hundred granted by the State Legislature. An 
inventory of the physical plant on the actual campus placed 
the value at approximately $3,000,000,00, representing build¬ 
ings, material, equipment and general improvements. 

State University Finances 

Value of State University buildings, grounds, and equipment 
is $3,000,000.00. 

The State University also owns 1170 acres of land within 
the immediate vicinity of Missoula. 

The State University is supported by a permanent state 
tax of one and one-half mills. The 1927-28 income from this 
mill tax is approximately $600,000. 

The State University has expended $1,500,000.00 for the 
erection of new buildings since 1920.

Courses of Study 


Courses of study at the University are divided into the 
College of Arts and Sciences, the Schools of Forestry, Law, 
Journalism, Business Administration, Pharmacy, Music , and the 
pre-medical and graduate divisions. The College of Arts and 
Sciences includes the departments of Biology, Botany, Chemistry, 
Economics, Education, English, Fine Arts, Geology, Foreign Lang¬ 
uage, History and Political Science, Home Economics, Library 
Economy, Mathematics, Military Science (Reserve Officers’ Train¬ 
ing Corps), Physical Education, Physics, Psychology, and Phil¬ 
osophy. The division of Public Service includes correspondence 
study, the Biological Experimental station on Flathead Lake, 
and a publicity bureau. 

Exact figures on the registration for the fall quarter are 
not available, but approximately fifteen hundred students are 
in regular attendance. Three hundred students are registered 
in correspondence study. Of the total in regular attendance 
over half are men. 

A faculty of ninety-eight is in every way capable of hand¬ 
ling the registration in such a way as to keep the rating in 
Class A of the Rockefeller Institute classification. Faculty 
organization is carried out on the departmental principle, with 
each school and department under the direct supervision of a 
professor, with assistant professors and instructors, aided in 
routine work by student assistants.

Montana’s first Grizzly Band was formed when a 
Missoula band disorganized in 1898 and gave it’s instru¬ 
ments to the State University. Until the spring of 1922 
the band was a student organization. At that time Prof¬ 
essor Atkinson took charge of the group and moulded a real 


military band out of the loose student organization. 

Professor Albert Hoelschcr took control of the band 
in the fall of 1985 and has finished the work started by 
Professor Atkinson, that of lifting the Grizzly Band to 
it’s present high standard.

Each member of the band who has served for seven 
quarters is entitled to a gold medal, determined by 
Central Board and approved by the band. This medal 
is an official and permanent award. Before becoming 
eligible for this award each member must be approved 
as a musician by a committee composed of the most prom¬ 


inent members of the band and the director. 

The band usually plays two concerts a year, one which 
will be held in the very near future and one opening air 

concert is given on commencement day.
